officers. Eugene Coochey, KMWAAHOO spokesman, voiced dissat- 
isfaction upon receipt of the announcement. Immediately he 
demanded that this matter, as well as other gripes, be discussed 
between the KMWAAHOOS and representatives of HTNEIGH. The 
undersigned informed Coochey he would notify the proper people 
of this request, ref. MUNI 8696 , B J . 

The following day, u ^informed the undersigned that 
the KMWAAHOOS were in a rebellious state because of his removal 
and because of other gripes. That afternoon a meeting was 
held at JBPARSQN with the undersigned, C a and the KMWAAHOO 
officers in attendance. £ R served as interpreter. Follow- 
ing are the points introduced by Coochey: 

The primary function ©f JBPARSQN is a machinery to provide 
a force for activities against the BGGYPSY regime in 
KMWAAHOO} secondary function, to maintain Labor Service 
guard duties.
